Troops From Trenches to 
Sea in France. 


PRESENTS FOR ORPHANS 


Children Get Gifts Which Are 
Dispensed From a Huge 
Tree. 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Dec. 24.—The whole 
army zone is: taking on Christmas 
air, whether in the villages where 
billeted troops are hanging up 
wreaths of evergreen over barn 
doorways or along the roads where 
trucks are passing laden with fresh- 
cut G@hristmas trees, or at the army 
postoffices where long lines of khaki- 
clad men are eagerly awaiting the 
distribution of big piles of Christ- 
mas mail from the United States. 


It is plain that the army’s motto 
is “Christmas comes but once a 
year.”’ As one soldier said, coming 
out of a little French confectioner’s, 
loaded down with a box of candied 
fruit and abig bag of almonds: “‘We 
don't give a damn whether the Rus- 
sians make peace or the German 
starts his offensive, we are going to 
have a merry Christmas, anywav.”’ 

Even the weather is fulfilling the 
spirit of the occasion. The ground 
is covered with snow, the air is snap- 
py, but the cold is bracing. The sol- 
diers are joshing the French vil- 
lagers with predictions that Santa 
Claus will not visit them. “Look at 
your chimneys; a fa tguy like him 
can’t navigate them.’’ The chimneys 
hereabouts are slim affairs. all sur- 
mounted by a short parasol. 

War Orphans Entertained. 

The Americans chuckle when they 
pass these remarks, knowing the sur- 
prises in store for the French in the 
way of Christmas parties, the first 
of which was given yesterday under 
the auspices of a certain national 
guard division in conjunction with 
the French War Orphans’ Society. 
This affair netted $2000 for ay refu- 
gee orphans living in the aréa which 
the guardsmen occupy. 

The entertainment was in the 
town hall, French soldiers assisting 
in the distribution of gifts from a 
big tree by an American army offi- 
cer disguised as Santa Claus. There 
was an auction of pregrams auto- 
graphed by Gens. Pershing, Joffre, 
Castelnau, Foch and more Ameri- 
can Generals. All to the great de- 
light of the children, whose faces 
were lighted up as no Christmas 
since the opening of the war that be- 
reft them of parents. 

Christmas will be a holiday for 
the American army from the train- 
ing area to the sea. Our aviators 
are having a merry Christmas in the 
big main room of a lumber barrack, 
decorated with evergreen boughs, 
holly and mistletoe and with new 
curtains of tri-colored cretonne bear- 
ing martial designs. 
only Red Cross canteen where the 
American troops are stationed. Ii is 
already a great success. 

“They're awfully cold and hungry 
when they get through flying. You 
should see them come in for a real 
American ham sandwich and a 
said a woman in 
white head dress embroidered with 
a tiny Red Cross. ‘‘We make more 
than 2000 ham sandwiches a week, 
to say nothing of quantities of other 
food. I can’t tell you how many we 
feed, but the number is up in the 
thousands.”’

We were sitting in the cozy main 
room at one end of which_were a 
big American cook stove and a reg, 
ular Amertcan lunch counter, at 
which cheerful American women and 
girls waited on ravenous young avia- 
tors and mechanics, some having 
just alighted from the frosty skies. 
“The presiding genius, a former 
New Yorker, Irene Given Wilson, 
explained the plan. 
“Flying is hard work, involving 
exposure to cold and wet. We are 
helping to reduce the sick list by 
giving the boys good food when- 
ever they want it, when a man gets 
a bit:run down, though not sick 
enough to go to the hospital, we 
give him some of the little delica- 
cies he needs. Pretty soon he is all 
right again. Isn’t that so?” she 
asked, turning to a table full of 


aviators whose plates were heaped 


up with steaming food. 

“You bet it’s so,” they answered 
almost in chorus. ‘This place is a 
life saver. It’s just like home.” 

Later seven of these budding avi- 
ators took us aside and assured us 
that there was no persiflage about it 
and the canteen was a great thing. 
It opens at 6:30 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and the fiying starts, and closes 
at 9:30 in the evenirig. All this time 
the women workers are busy making 
life more cheerful for our aviators.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24. —Censor-| 
ship of foreign mails, authorized by | 
the trading with the enemy law now | 
is in full force under a board on | 
which the Postoffice, War and Navy 
Departments, the War Trade Board 
and the Cqammittee on Public Infor- 
mation are represented. 

Through branch offices at New 
York, the Panama Canal zone, Porto 
Rico and such other places as .may 
be necessary the board plans to car- 
ry on the work with as little interfer- 
ence to legitimate correspondence as 
is possible. The work of organiza- 
tion was begun on Nov. 1 and at the 
request of the Government the news 
was not published at that time. The 
Government now has withdrawn its 
request for secrecy. 

The board is in close co-operation 
with the British and French censor- 
ship. It will combine with -censor- 
ship of foreign mails the’ present 
censorship of wireless and cables.

“But for the calm and heroic 
warriors on the western front,’ he 
said, “the enormous deployment of 
German forces in the east and in 
Italy never would have been possi- 


ble. The fighter in the west has ex- 
posed heroically his body, so that 
his brothers on the Dvina and the 
Isonzo might storm from victory 
to victory. The fearful battles on 


were not in vain; they created new 
foundations for the conduct of the 
war.” 
Helped Forces in East.. 
In a speech to the second arniy, on’ 
Saturday, Emperor William said: 

“Tt has been a year full of 
events for the German army and 
the German fatherland. Powerful 
blows have been delivered and 
your comrades in the east have 
been able to bring about great 
decisions. 

“There has been no man, no of- 
ficer and no General on the whole 
eastern front, wherever I have 
spoken to them, who has not 
frankly admitted that they could 
not have accomplished what they 
have if thelr comrades in the west 
had not stood to a man. 

“Unity Is Manifest.” 

“The tactical and _  strategical 
connection between the battles on 
the Aisne, in the Champagne, Ar- 
tois and Flanders, and at Cam- 
brai, and the events in the east 
and in Italy is so manifest that it 
is useless to waste words on it. 

“With a centralized direction, 
the German army works in a cen- 
tralized manner. In order that we 
should be able to deliver these of- 


fensive blows, one portion of the 
army had to remain on the defen- 
sive, hard as this is for the Gef- 
man soldicr. Such a defensive 
battle, however, as has been 
fought in 1917 is without parallel. 
A fraction of the German army 
accepted the heavy task, covering 
its comrades in the east uncondi- 
tionally, and it had the entire 
Anglo-French army against itself.” 
“Greatest Feat in History.” 
“By long preparation, the enemy 
has collected unheard of technical 
means and masses of ammunition 
and guns in order to make his en- 
try into Brussels over your front, 
as he proudly announced. The 
enemy has achieved nothing. 
“The most gigantic feat ever ac- 
complished by an army, and one 
without parallel in history, was 
accomplished by the German army. 
I don’t boast. It is a fact and 
nothing else. The admiration you 
have earned shall be your reward 
and at the same time your pride. 
Nothing can in any way place in 


the shade or surpass what you 
have accomplished, however 
great and overwhelming it may 


be. 
“Lord Unconditional Ally.” 

“The year 1917, with its great 
battles, has proved that the Ger- 
man people have in the Lord of 
Creation above an unconditional 
and avowed ally on whom it can 
absolutely rely. Without Him, all 
would have been in vain. 

“Every one of you had to exert 
every nerve to the utmost. I know 
that every one of you in the unpar- 
alleled drumfire did superhuman 
deeds.

Trotzky’s Charges Attributed to His 
Ignorance of Facts. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 24,.—State 
Department officials declared today 
that the statements of Leon Trotzky, 
the Bolsheviki Foreign Minister, that 
the American Red Cross mission in 
Russia was giving aid to the op- 
ponents of the Bolsheviki Govern- 
ment, could be attributed only to his 

ignorance of the facts. A _ report 
from Ambassador Francis on the ar- 
rest of an attache of the Red Cross 
mission while in charge of a relief 
train has not reached the State De- 
partment. 

The: State Department does not be- 
lieve Trotzky will persist in his atti- 
tude, however, when he realizes the 
true state of affairs. -Arrangements 
were made in this country some time 
ago for strengthening the ambulance 
corps of Russia with 78 ambulances 
and other supplies much needed in 
certain districts. It was deemed ad- 
visable to send them via the Bu- 
manian frontier. This was done, 
with the’ approval of the Russian 
Red Cross. 

The incident of money which it 
was alleged Ambassador Francis hal 
offered and the insinuation that it 
Was intended as a bribe to the ene- 
mies of the Bolsheviki, had no other 
significance, it was announced, than 
humanitarian. It was merely the 
ordinary transfer of money through 
the embassy sent by the Red Cross 
and intended for relief work. 

The State Department regards the 
action of Trotzky as entirely un- 
warranted. 


TROTZKY ASKS 
FOR STATEMENT 
FROM FRANCIS 


Declares Ambassador Must Break 
Silence as to Activity of Red 


Cross Official. 


PETROGRAD, Saturday, Dec. 22. 
~——Leon Trotzky, the Bolsheviki For- 
eign Minister, at a meeting of the 
revolutionary organizations assem- 
bled in Congress today, read docu- 
ments and telegrams which he de- 
clared contained evidence that Amer- 
icans were helping Gen. Kaledines, 
leader of the Don Cossacks. 

“Last night,” said Trotzky, ‘we 
found that American agents in Rus- 
sia were participating in the Kale- 
dines movement. We arrested Col. 
Kolpashnikoff, attached to the Amer- 
ican mission to Rumania, who was 
trying to get a train load of auto- 
mobiles, clothing and supplies. to 
Rostov. Among the documents was 
nm letter from David R. Francis 
(American Ambassador to Russia). 
requesting that the train be given 
free passage as it was bound for the 
mission at Jassy. 

“One letter from Col. Anderson 
(head of the American Red Cross 
mission to Rumania) to Kolpashni- 
koff, said that if money were needed 
Ambassador Francis was ready to 
advance 100,000 rubles on the ac- 
count of the Red Cross. We think 
that the American Ambassatior must 
break his silence now. 

“Since the revolution he has been 
the most silent diplomat in Petro- 
grad. Evidently he belongs to the 
Bismarck school, in which it was 
taught that silence is golden. He 
must explain his connection with this 
conspiracy. 

“We will tell all the Ambassa- 
dors ‘if you think you can with the 
help of American gold, under the 
guise of the holy mission of the Red

SHIP BUILDING PROGRAM 
18 PER CENT FINISHED 


Statistics Supplied at Investiga- 
tion by Senate Commerce 
Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 24.—The 
Government's shipbuilding program 
on Dec. 1 was 18.2 per cent on its 


today in an analysis of statistics sup- 
plied by the Shipping Board to ‘he 
Senate Commerce Committee investi- 
gating progress of the work. 

The program, calling for 8,246,308 
tons of shipping, is divided as fol- 
lows: 

Wood and composite vessels, 137 
of 1,551,900 tons, 10 per cent com- 
pleted; requisitioned steel ships, 131, 
of 3,056,000 tons, 39 per cent com- 
pleted; contract steel ships, 527, of 
2,638,400 tons, 4 per cent completed. 

The percentage of completion, as 
given, does not take into account the 
construction of new shipyards or 
work done toward obtaining engines, 
boilers and other equipment. 

Of 379 wood hulls contracted for, 
keels have been laid for 166, of which 
130 were laid down in yards which 
did not exist when the contracts were 
let. The wooden hulls were ordered 
from 72 yards, of which 51 have 
been built from the ground up since 
the contracts were let. The percent- 
age of completion of wooden hulls, 
figuring on the entire program, 
which included hulls on which con- 
struction has not started, is 9 ver 
cent. 

Of 658 composite ships for which 

contracts were let, keels have been 
laid for 12. These on Dec. 1 were 20 
per cent completed. The contracts 
went to four shipyards, three of 
which did not exist when the con- 
tracts were made. The three yards 
virtually have been completed and 
they will begin construction of ships 
within a few weeks. 
Eleven keels for steel ships have 
been lI@id in new yards. Contracts 
were let for steel ships to 32 vards, 
of which 20 are new! The percent- 
age of completion of the steel pro- 
&ram—4 per cent—does not -neclude 
the construction of the new yards. 

Of the ships contracted for four 
have been launched, two steel and 
two wood. 


U. S$, FLAG RAISED IN PARIS 
OVER STRASBURG MONUMENT 


American Ambassador Present at 
Ceremony in Place de la 
Concorde. 

PARIS, Dec. 24.—The Strasburg 
monument on the Place de la Con- 
corde, which during the years before 
the war was draped with crepe and 
for “which flowers and bunting were 
substantiated in August, 1914, today 
flies the Stars and Stripes alongside 
the French Tri-Color. 

The American and French flags 
were raised over the monument to 
the Alsatian city yesterday afternoon 
in the presence of a large crowd, 
which, in spite of the biting frost, 
uncovered their heads as the two 
emblems were unfurled. American 
Ambassador Sharp and a number 
of delegates from societies of na- 
tives of Alsace-Lorraine were pres- 
ent.

“Under cover of a heavy artillery 
barrage,” said yesterday’s report 
from Field Marshal Haig’s head- 
quarters, “the enemy yesterday aft- 
ernoon made a local attack against 
our positions in the neighborhood of 
the Ypres-Siaden Railway, and suc- 
ceeded in driving in our advanced 
posts for a shorg distance on a front 
of 700 yards.” |

“The Russian terms include: First, 
no compulsory annexation of terri- 
tory taken during the war and speedy 
evacuation of such territory; second, 
that political importance shall be re- 
stored to all nations deprived of inde- 
pendence by the fortunes of war: 
third, that national groups not inde- 
pendent before the war shall decide 
by a referendum whether they shall 
become independent or give their al- 
legiance to some Power; fourth, 
whether mixed nationalities occupy 
any territory the rights of the minor- 
ity shall be defended by a separate 
law assuring educational freedom 
and administrative autonomy, if pos- 
sible; fifth, no belligerent country 
shall be required to pay contributions 
and private persons shall be compen- 
sated for losses incurred through the 
war from a special fund contributed 
by all the belligerents on a propor- 
tional basis. The: same _ principles 
shall be applicable to colonies as to 
the parent countries. 

“The final clause of the terms pro- 
hits the boycotting of one country by 
another and provides for separate 
customs agreements and for naval 
blockades not pursuing direct mili- 
tary objects. 

“The delegates of the central Pow- 
ers declared their readiness to begin 
‘the examination of the Russian pro- 
gram. The result of their labors will 
be discussed at the next sitting.”’ 


Polish Delegation Demands a Part 
in Peace Negotiations. 

AMSTERDAM, Dec. 24.—A Polish 
delegation, headed by Prof. Jan 
Kucharezveski, the newly appointed 
Premier, has arrived in Berlin to de- 
mand that the Polish Government 
be permitted to participate in the 
peace negotiations with Russia. 
Chancellor von Hertling receivéd the 
delegation.

‘‘Where”?” I asked. 


“This way, sir!’’ and he led the 
way across a field to a gate, which 
we climbed. We then went down a 
sort of back lane to the village, and 
turned in at a small wicket gate lead- 
ing to a row of cottages. He led me 
up to one ip the center and knocked 
at the door. A woman opened it and 
I told her what I was looking for. 
She seemed quite keen for us to go 
there and asked if there was anyone 
else to come there with me I told her 
the transport officer would be com- 
ing there too, and our two servants. 
She quite agreed to this, and showed 
me the rooms we could have. They 
were extremely small, but we decid- 
ed to have them. “Them” consisted 
of one bedroom, containing two beds, 
the size of the room peing about 14 
by 8,-and the front kitchen-sitting- 
room place, which was used by every- 
body in the house, and was about 
twice the size of the bedroom.

Our servants” started in to put 
things right for us, get our baggage 
there, and so on, whilst I went off to 
see to billets for the machine gun 
section. I had got them a pretty 
zood barn, attached to the farm I 
first called at, but I wanted to go and 
see that it was really large enough 
and suitable when they had all got 
in and spread themselves. I found 
that it did suit pretty well. The space 
was none too large, but I felt sure we 
wouldn’t find a better. There was a 
good field for all the limbers and 
horses adjoining, so on the whole it 
was quite a convenient place. The 
sectfon had already got to work with 
their cooking things, and had a fire 
going out in the field. Those gun- 
ners were a very self-contained, 
happy throng; they all lived together 
like a family, and were all very keen 
on their job. 

A Pleasant Surprise for Him. 


I returned to my cottage to see 
how things were progressing. My 
man had unrolled my valise and ptt 
all my things out and about in the 
room. I took off all my equipment, 
which I was still wearing— 
rack, haversacks, revolver, binocu- 
lars, map case, etc, and sat 
down in the kitchen to take stock 
of the situation. I now saw what 
the family consisted of; and by air- 
ing my feeble French, I found out 
who they were and what they did.

Secondly, after I had been 
talking for some time, Suzette an- 
swered my remarks with one of her 
stock English sentences, picked up 
from some former lodgers, “And 
very nice, too,’’ a phrase much in 
vogue at that time. 


He Meets the Cure. 

The transport officer, who had 
been out seeing about something or 
other, soon returned, and with him 
came the regimental doctor, who 
had got his billets all right, but had 
come along to see how we were fixed 
up. <A real good chp he was, one 


of the best. All six of use now sat 
about in the kitchen and talked over 
things in general. We were a very 
cheery group. The transport offi- 
cer, doctor and myself were all thor- 
oughly in the mood for enjoying this 
10 days’ rest. » To live amongst ordi- 
nary people again, and see the life of 
even a village, was refreshing to us. 
We had a pretty easy afternoon, and 
all had tea in that kitchen, after 
which I went out and round to look 
up my old pals in A Company. They 
had, I found, got hold of the cure’s 
house, the village parson’s rectory, in 
fact. It was a square, plain-looking 
house, standing very close to the 
church, and they all seemed very 
comfortable there. The cure him- 
self and his housekeeper only had 
three rooms reserved for them- 
selves, the rest being handed over 
to the officers of A Company. I 
stayed round there for a bit, having 
a talk and a smoke, and we each of 
us remarked in turn, about every 
five minutes, what a top-hole thing 
it was that we had got this 10 days’ 


lrest. 


I then went back to our cottage, 
where I had a meal with the trans- 
port officer, conversing the while 
with Suzette, Berthe and Marthe. I 
don’t know which I liked the best of 
these three, they were all so cheery 
and hospitable. Marthe was the most 
interesting from the pictorial point 
of view. She was so gipsy-like to 
look at: brown-skinned, large dark 
eyes, exceedingly bright, with a sort 
of sparkling, wild look about her. 
I called her ‘‘La jeune fille farouche’”’ 
(looked this up first before doing so), 
and she was always called this after- 
wards. It means “the young wild 
girl;’’ at least I hope it means that. 
The doctor came back again after 
dinner, and we all proceeded to fill 
the air in the small kitchen with 
songs and tobacco smoke. The trans- 
port officer was a “Corona Corona” 
expert, and there he would sit with 
his feet up on the rail at the side 
of the stove, smoking one of these 
zeppelins of a cigar, till we all went 
to bed. 


There was an heir to the estate in 
that cottage—one Andre, Suzette’s 
son, aged about 5.

CLEOPATRA MOVIE 


LAVISH WASTE OF 
NCH RESOURCES 


Film Criticized as Rehash of. 
Dramas by Shakspeare and 
John Dryden. 


SCENERY IS SPECTACULAR 


Production Tends to Dress Rather 
Than to Scope of Perfect 
Drama. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 


HEN a cinema playwright is 
W so fortunate as to have at 
his disposal a treasury of 
$500,000 and a cast of 15,000 per- 
sons—and these are the boasts re- 
garding the William Fox presenta- 
tion of Theda Bara in the latest film 
enterprise, “Cleopatra’’—one surely 
has a right to expect a monumental 
work of art, utilizing to the full all 
of those telling new resources of 
technique which the photoplay com- 
mands and which the spoken drama 
can never rival. 


A painful sense of waste, in the 
lavishing of rich resources without 
proportionate results, was experi- 
enced at yesterday’s first St. Louis 
showing of the work at the Shubert- 
Garrick Theater. It proved for the 
most part a transcription and re- 
hash of Shakspeare’s “Julius Caesar” 
and ‘“‘Antony and Cleopatra,”’ togeth- 
er with incidents from John Dry- 
den’s “All for Love.” 


Such variations in plot as the 
adapter ventured to introduce could 
nearly always have been accom- 
plished equally well on the theatri- 
cal stage, had any dramatist been so 
unskillful as to employ them. In 
lieu ofthe splendors of language in 
which the poets clothed the subject, 
the changes often served merely to 
degrade the characters and stultify 
the action. In truth, one could scearce- 
ly help wondering whether there 
is any man alive who really knows 
how to build dramafor the movies, or 
whether in the big photoplay organi- 
zations there is an inkling of the ex- 
istence of a library of books for 
teaching the elements of plot con- 
struction. 


Production Well Dressed... 


There can be no quarrel with the 
external dress of the production, 
which is sumptuous almost to an un- 
paralled degree. Such scenes as the 
Roman forum, the City of Alexan- 
dria, and the Egyptian desert with 
the Pyramids and Sphinx, are wond- 
ers of pictorial reproduction. There 
are impressive mass movements, 
too, as in the return of Cleopatra’s 
army from the desert, the march of 
the legions of Octavius and the battle 
in Alexandria—though the latter was 
rather a struggle of scuffling mobs 
than the warfare of disciplined Ro- 
man troops. 

The costuming, likewise, was mag- 
nificent, and in correctness would no 
doubt enrapture an antiquarian. 


The climax of the work, the sea 
battle at Actium, had its points of 
beauty, especially in the burning of 
Antony's fleet. But it may be doubt- 
ed whether ancient naval warfare 
could have been a thing so inert as 
this. We read in the old histories 
of triremes maneuvering, feinting, 
dodging and backing, all in the swift- 
est activity. Here we had rather 
barges laden with bravos’ which 


out of strong, efficient marching 
capabiilties, and are also apt to get 
slack all round. These rests, there- 
fore, come periodically to all at the 
front, and are, as it were, tonics. If 
men stayed long enough in trenches, 
I should say, from my studies in evo- 
lution, that their legs would slowly 
merge into one sort of finlike tail, 
and their arms into seal-like flap- 
pers. In fact, time would convert 
them into intelligent sea lions, and 
render them completely in harmony 
with their natural life. 


Our tonic began by being taken, 
one does after meals, twice daily, In 
the morning the battalion generally 
went for a long route march, and in 
the afternoon practiced military 
training of various kinds in the fields 
about the village.

But scenery and costumes no more 
constitute a dramatic masterpiece in 
the movies than they do in_ the 
theater. There must be an architec- 
ture in the plot, a scientific employ- 
ment of the stresses and strains of 
motives. In this respect, “Cleopa- 
tra” has little reason for being, after 
the skillful structures reared by 
Shakspeare and Dryden from the 
same materials. They at least were 
not guilty of placing arches where 
there was nothing to support, of be- 
ginning facades and leaving them 
hang unfinished in the air. 


Cleopatra As Politician. 


Cleopatra appears at the beginning 
as a profound politician, a woman 
wielding her wiles to obtain domin- 
ion through Julius Caesar, whom she 
urges to claim a crown in Rome so 
that they may rule together over the 
world. No doubt this incident has 
no historical basis, and Caesar was 
by no means the man to need any- 
one, especially a woman, to show 
him the paths,of ambition. 

But one immediately sensed an 
artistic motive in the character of 
Cleopatra which might run through 
the play, unifying all of its incidents. 
As she did with Caesar, so might she 
have wrought with Pompey and An- 
tony, only to meet a fatal repulse at 
the hands of the cold and calculat- 
ing Octavius. i 

But the Egyptian Queen never 
again appears in this character. Her 
one aim with Antdény is to lap him 
in such luxuries of pleasure that he 
will forget the name of Rome, and 
her motive in this case is not ambi- 
tion, but passion. Instead of trying 
her weapons of fascinati upon Oc- 
tavius, she even attempts to procure 
bis assassination. She should have 
been consistently one character or 
“eg she could not have been 

otn, 


Waste of Opportunities. , 

The most striking waste of oppor- 
tunities was in the. portrayal of An- 
tony, who was so debased that in his 
final fall he could arouse no sym- 
pathy. Shakspeare and Dryden are 
at great pains to dignify his charac- 
ter, dwelling on his bounty and fi@el- 
ity to his friends, his magnanimous 
disposition and the devotion he com- 
mands from his followers, as well as 
his performances in the past as a 
valorous soldier and great General. 

Both poets make his friend—in the 
one case Eros and the other Ventid- 
ius—slay himself rather than obey 
Antony’s command to kill him. This 
ennobling touch is omitted in the 
moyie version, and Antony remains 
nothing more than a weakling, an 
incorrigible rake, who by all means 
deserves his fate. 


Cleopatra also dies alone, unac- 
companied, as in the two dramas, by 
her attendants, Iras and Charmian. 
The latter, in fact, is for a time the 
soul of a conspiracy to assassinate 
her mistress. Many other defects 
might be indicated. Antony’s jeal- 
ousy of Dolabella in “All for Love” 
is here degraded tnto jealousy of a 
slave, Kephren; and to one remem- 
bering the rhetoric of Antony’s rage 
in Dryden, there was something com- 
ical in his casual and elegant de- 
mand on Cleopatra: “What about 
Kephren ?” 

In Shakspeare the false report of 
Cleopatra’s death is brought to An- 
tony just after he has driven her 
away with curses; in Dryden, after 
they have quarreled over Dothbella. 
Antony thus has reason to believe 
that the Queen has taken her life. 
In the screen version they have Just 
become reconciled and Antony has 
no cause to believe the messenger; 
he could have found out the truth 
for himself by running up a few 
steps; mstead he halted and stabbed 
himself. Such credulity is not plaus- 
ible. 

Spectacular Scenery. 

In view of such faults of structure 
and many more, the suspicion would 
not down that the purpose of the 
work was not so much to produce a 
perfect drama as to afford scope for 
spectacular feats of scenery and 
most of all to exploit a liberal dis- 
closure of epidermis on the part of 
Miss Bara, one of the most gener- 
ous in this respect of the decadent 
movie school known as “vampires.” 

It suffices to say that she far sur- 


vampires, so that the task of the po- 
lice censor would not be to eliminate 
this or that scandalous scene, hut 
nearly every act in which she ap- 
peared. Keen-eyed spectators be- 
lieved they detected in one scene that 
she wore skin-tight fleshings; if so, 
this slight concession to decorum 
was everywhere else most scrupu- 
lously disguised.

a.m. The voice on the wire was Dr.

“I want you to come over to my 
house right away and bring Mrs. 
Gerding with you,” he said. 

Dr. Smith asked the reason for 
this urgent call and Dr. Whittlesey 
replied: “You'll find out when you 
get here.” 

The Mrs. Gerding referred to was 
Mrs. G. A. Gerding of 1018 Dolman 
street. She and her husband had 
acted as housekeeper and caretaker 
ef Dr. Whittlesey’s old-fashioned 
three-story home in which he had 


years ago. 

Dr. Smith hurried to the Whit- 
tlesey home, taking with him Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerding. The doors were 
locked. Forcing their way into tho 
house, they found Dr. Whittlesey 
dead on a couch in his office with a 
ctullet wound over his heart.

were, it seemed to us; beautifully 
built, not much water about, and 
nice dugouts. The Colonel conferred 
with several authorities who had the 
matter in hand, and then, pointing 
out the sector in front which affected 
us, told us all ot study it to the best 
of our ability. I spent the time with | 
a periscope and a pair of binoculars 
drinking in the scene. It’s difficult 
to get a good view of the interven- 
ing ground between opposing lines of 
trenches in the daytime, when one’s 
only means of doing so is through a 
periscope. Night is the time for this 
job, when you can go in front and 
walk about. This ground which we 
had come to see was completely flat, 
and one had to put a periscope pret- 
ty high over the parapet to see the 
sort of thing it was. It was no place 
to put your head up to have a look. 
A bullet went smagk into the 
Colonel's periscope and knocked it 
out of his hand. However, with time 
and patience, we formed a pretty ac- 
curate idea of the appearance of the 
country opposite. Behind the Ger- 
man trench was the remains of a 
village, a few of the houses of which 
were up level with the Boche front 
line. A great scene of wreckage. 
Every single house was broker’, and 
in a crumbling state. This was the 
place we had to take. Other regi- | 
ments were to take other spots on 
the landscape on either side, but this 
particular spot was out objective. I 
stared long and earnestly at the 
wrecks infront and _ the intervening 
ground, “About a 200-yard sprint,” I 
thought to myself. We stayed in 
the trenches an hour or two, and 
then all went back to a spot a couple 


of miles away and had tea. after 
which we — the motor bus .

Frank Y. Gladney of Advisory 
Board in Ward 28 Says 
Speed Is Necessary. 


HUNDREDS ARE DELAYING 


Registrants Warned Lawyers 
Cannot Care for All on 
Final Day. 


Frank Y. Gladney, member of the 
legal advisory board in the Twenty- 
seventh Ward board, says in a let- 
ter to the Post-Dispatch that unless 
registrants in the ward bring their 
questionnaires to the board’s quar- 
ters as soon as they receive them, it 
will be almost impossible to help 
men to answer questions. 

Gladney said if a registrant keeps 
his questionznaire until near the last 


- @ay before filling it out and return- 


ing it, there would be congestion and 
it would be difficult to advise every- 
one in such a short time. Gladney’s 
jetter follows: 

“As a permanent member of the 
legal advisory board for ward 27, 1 
desire through your columns to ex- 
plain the great and increasing diffi- 
culty the board is having with regis- 
trants in the ward. There are in 
round numbers 4000 questionnaires 
to be answered and filed within 27 
days from Dec. 15. About 200 ques- 
tionnaires are mailed on each suc- 
cessive business day. 

“Registrants are inclined to wait 
until near the end of the seventh day 
before attempting to fill out their 
answers to the questionnaires. The 
result is that at the end of four or 
five days there are 500 or 600 men 
who have the questionnaires in their 
hands unanswered, and all expect 
to receive assistance after working 
hours, which means between 7 and 
9:30 p. m. Our experience shows it 
takes about 40 minutes to fill out 
each questionnaire. 

Sixteen Lawyers Engaged. 

“We have 16 lawyers engaged at 
the task and we cannot possibly use 
more for lack of space. The regis- 
trants neglect the matter all day and 
then come in impossible numbers at 
night and have to be sent away with 
a request to return. Usually they 
come back the succeeding night only 
to find a still greater number which

Every 
evening we have many men who say 
they came at night because their em- 
ployers will not allow them to take 
the necessary time off during the 
day to answer the questions. 
“If the employers by any means 
can be induced to instruct their em- 
ployes to take time and have the 
questionnaire completed and filed on 
the day it is received, then it is pos- 
sible we may complete the work. If 
on the other hand registrants con- 
tinue to hold up their questionnaires 
and come in the evening, I repeat it 
will be wholly impossible for the 
necessary assistance to be rendered. 
“Hereafter the board will render 
assistance first to those who have ap- 
plied for it,most promptly after re- 
ceiving their questionnaire. If any go 
unserved, it will be those who have 
neglected the matter longest and un- 
til the last hours.of the dav.”

Last night it took me from 6:30 to 7:15,

Speaking of the Cass line, it is a com- 
mon occurrence in the morning for cars 
to be filled up when they get to Euclid 
avenue, and all passengers getting on from 
there east have to stand all the way down- 
town. In the evening, from 6 o'clock on, 
cars are crowded by the time they get to 
Olive street, and tired workers are again 
compelled to stand all the way home. This 
is to say nothing of the inadequate heat- 
ing, the foul air of overcrowded cars and 
the discomforts generally all have to sub- 
mit to. Such is the service during the rush 
hours. When that is past, cars are laid 
off and the interval between them is any- 
where from 10 minutes to half an hour.

1,344,900 is wooden tonnage and the rest steel 
or composite tonnage. 

This summary of work done by the Govern- 
ment for offsetting sumbarine destruction is im- 
pressive. Appreciation of the revolution wrought 
can be gained only by comparison with the 
scale on which vessel building went on prior to 
1917. But these figures are not the most impres- 
sive part of the statements made by Chairman 
E. N. Hurley before the Senate Committee. The 
larger conception of the importance of the work 
is obtained from descriptions of what has been 
done in the way of permanent facilities created 
for continuing construction in the future. 

Of the yards of which the board has availed 
itself, 58 were in existence at the time the board 
began operations. Many of them were small 
repair yards of meager equipment, to which the 
Government contracts supplied incentive for im- 
mediate expansion. 

No less than 74 new shipyards have been or are 
being established for the purpose of executing 
contracts for the Government. Even the state- 
ment that 132 yards are. now under contract 
relations with the Government for turning out 
tonnage does not enable the magnitude of the 
full operations to be grasped. Some of the new 
yards, like the Newark plant near New York and 
the Hog Island plant near Philadelphia, will 


have a capacity approximating that of all the 
yards in the country prior to 1917. It is said that 
one yard almost ready to begin work will be able 
to build 50 ships at a time. 

The vastness of the accomplishments during the 
period of greatest railroad development in this 
country, from about 1870 to 1880, has long been 
dwelt on as highly illustrative of the national 


qualities of energy and adequacy to great tasks.

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RUSSIA’S DEGRADATION. 

Trotzky boasts in an interview with the Petro- 
grad correspondent of the Paris Matin, that “we 
are sole masters of Russia, and we will do with

her what we will.” For the time being this is 
unquestionably true, and what the Bolsheviki 
are trying to do with Russia is to destroy both 
society and civilization. As William English 
Wallings explained the Bolsheviki program in a 
letter printed in the New York Times, ‘“‘Not imme- 
diate peace but immediate civil war’ is its object. 
Hence the Lenines and the Trotzkys hasten to 
make peace with the Kaiser in the belief that it 
would be a means to fulfillment of their fanatical 
campaign to reduce Russia to anarchy prepara- 
tory to reducing the world to anarchy. 

It is possible, of course, that the Lenines and 
the Trotzkys are as they seem and that they 
actually believe that nations can be governed 
by lunatics for lunatics. But even madmen usu- 
ally have some method in their madness, and the 
policies adopted by the Bolsheviki regime in Rus- 
sia are susceptible of a much simpler explanation 
than that of lunacy. These men were taken to 
Russia by Germany and they are doing Ger- 
many’s work. It is the dirtiest work that any- 
body has done in the war, and men who are 
capable of doing it so well are capable of under- 
standing the degradation of their conduct. 

Russia has been given over to human vermin 
and the democracies that are battling against 
Prussian militarism must make the best of it. 
They at least know the worst. All the damage 
that:can be done has been done. There need be 
no talk of hostile measures on the part of the 
allies against the present Russian Government for 
that is out of the question now. There is nothing 
to do but wait and see how the Russian people 
finally solve their own problem. 

We ought not to become hostile to Russia until 
it is demonstrated that the only governing force 
there is a force that works for treachery and 
has sold Russia to the German autocracy. 
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The Socialist press in Germany is denounc- 
ing the Bolsheviki as traitors to the Russian rev- 
olution, indicating what manner of pariahs have 
flocked to the standard of Lenine and Trotzky.

THE UNSEEING WATCHMAN. 

There’s a new evil in the land—the watchman 
evil. Not a new one, exactly, either, but the war 
has drawn attention to it, as to many other 
evils, and the Fire Marshals’ Association of North 
America, in convention assembled, has defined it 
and named it. 

The evil is the product of the practice among 
manufacturers, warehousemen and others of in- 
trusting the protection of their plants at night to 
superannuated employes who make the rounds 
of the clock stations, but afford little real pro- 
tection. The big Baltimore fire is ascribed to the 
fact that to one watchman was assigned the 
guarding of a pier 900 feet long containing mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of war supplies. 

General Manager Mallalieu of the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters, declares that there 
are few subjects in fire prevention so important 
as the abrogation of the time-honored custom of 
inefficient watchmen. ‘‘Watchmen,” he says, 
“should be picked men. They should be intelli- 
gent, courageous and physically active. They 
should be sufficent in number to furnish real

simmons he has been attempting to 
write, fs that he and Bob were very 
close at the time of the latter's 
death.

As everyone knows, Corbett elec- 
trified the sporting world by knock- 
tng out the Boston Strong Boy in the 
twenty-first round of their contest. 
After the battle it seemed the entire 
crowd wanted to rush to Corbett’s 
dressing.-room and congratulate him 
upon his victory. Among those who 
did so was Fitzsimmons. He went 
up to where Corbett was dressing for 
the street and extended his hand. 
Corbett shook hands with Fitz in the 
coldest sort of manner, and from 
that time on the bad feeling between 
them kept growing and growing. 

There probably was a reason for 
Corbett not feeling kindly towards 
Fitz. I had been challenging him to 
@ match on behalf of Fitzsimmons, 
who was only a middleweight. Un- 
doubtedly Corbett thought it was 
showing a great deal of presumption 
on Fitz’s part in daring to consider 
himself a worthy foe of his. 

At one time some hitch arose that 
made it look as though Corbett and 
John L. wouldn’t clash and Fitz lost 
no time in giving out an interview 
saying he would be glad to substitute 
for either man. 


John L. in Bad Condition. 
T is my opinion that Fitz would 
have beaten Sullivan more easily 
than did Corbett, so poor was Jonn 
I..’s condition when he entered the 
ring. 

Later on when Fitz started chal- 
lenging Corbett in deadly earnest, 
there was much mud-slinging Zone, 
which tended to increase the bDitter- 
ness between the two. Fitz made sar- 
castic remarks only with the wbject 
of shaming Corbett into a match. All

the things Corbett said were for the 
purpose of avoiding a meeting. 

Corbett told Fitz to go and get a 
reputation, which made Bob hot under 
the collar and he would have fought 
him in a back room or anywhere for 
nothing, so anxious was he to hook 
up with the Californian. 

The climax came when Corbett spat 
in Fitz’s face, which caused Jim to 
be criticized everywhere. Newsparer 
men who had been particularly 
friendly towards him called him down 
for such a dirty trick. 

It was in the summer of 1895. Cor- 
bett and Fitz were then the most 
prominent boxers before the pvblic. 
Everything either did attracted a lIct 
of attention. Both filled in the time 
between fights umpiring ball gates, 
meeting all comers in the ring and 
doing stage work.

Fitz billed to go through all sorts of 
stunts at an athletic carnival I had 
arranged at the Winter Circus Build- 
ing, Broad and Cherry streets, Phil- 
adelphia.

He met two men in a bag punch- 
ing contest, fought two men. four 
rounds apiece, and while a wrestling 
bout was going on rested before en- 
tering a horse-shoe contest. 

Fitz was late in arriving in Phila- 
delphia from New York; the delav be- 
ing due to the fact that his son, Mar- 
tin, who was named after me, was 
seriously ill with spinal meningitis, 
Fitz stayed in the Big City until the 
last minute. He had been up two 
nights with his stricken son. 

When his train reached Philly, Fitz 
had no time to lose. He didn’t eat, 
but rushed to the Winter Circus 
Building and went through the big 
schedule I've outlined. 

The man he was to meet 
horse-shoe stunt was 
Corbett.
